O'Daniel and 
the senate state affairs commit- 
tee successfully opposed the sta- 
tutory tax measure passed over- 
whelmingly by the house. 
Taxation 
for larger pensions,

the two house bills, '.neither of 
which embodied a general sales 
levy, would not get the job done.

A milestone in ' preventing blind- 
ness, by giving sulfanilamide to 
newborn babies, was reported to 
the American Association for the 
advancement of science today, 


This new drug) given in milk, 
acts like magto in clearing eyea 
of all signs of gonogoccal inflam- 
mation, the "Ophthalmia Neona- 
torlum" which has been the larg- 
est causu of blindness. 


Within two or three days after 
the sulfanilamide, the babies eyes 
are to all appearances well, and 
on the faoe of the records in tho 
short time since this new rem- 
edy became available, the cures 
are complete, 


This new treatment has been 
tried, It was stated, In all parts 
of the country, with good reports 
everywhere. 
The 
sulfanilamide, 
product of the synthetic dye in- 
dustry, promises to write the' fili- 
al chapter in a medical battle to 
save babies' 
eyes . which 
began 
with the itart of thii century, 


Thirty per cent \if ' the blind 
children then in schools had lost 
their sight due to gonorrheal in- 
fections ac birth. Public opinion 
forced the writing into law's of 
states 
rule that all newborn 
be protected by drops 
in 
the 
eyes, These drops usually weru 
silver nitrate, 
With this protection the child 
blind from gonogoccal infections 
dropped to 10 per cent or less. 
Warning that there is risk of 
spreading 
gonorrhea 
carriers 
among the adults treated with 
sulfanilamide was given ~ by As- 
sistant General R, A. Vonderlehr, 
of Washington.

SENATE REJECTED 
PROPOSAL REDUCE 


TAX EXEMPTIONS 


EFFORT TO MILLION ADD 
HALF LITTLE FELLOWS ON 


INCOME ROLLS FAILS 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—(/P)— 
The senate rejected today a pro- 
posal to make 1,500,000 -"little fol- 
lows" subject to. federal Income 
taxes. 


The proposal, offered by Senator 
La Follotte (Prog-Wis) would have 
cut the existing $2,600 exemption 
for married persons to $2,000 and 
the present $1,000 exemption for 
single Individuals to $800. 
Treasury experts have estimated 
the La Folletta amendment to 
lower existing income tax exemp- 
tions would yield about $56,000,000 
of additional revenue oach year. 
President Roosevelt said recently 
the income tax base should be 
broadened by reduction of existing 
exemptions, but expressed doubt 
congress would act at this session, 
Tho chamber acted shortly it had 
rejected by a tie vote of 38 to 38 
a proposal by LaFollette to impose 
stiffer Income levies on middle- 
bracket incomes. 
On tho vote, Vice President Gar- 
ner could have broken the tie, but 
he was not In the chamber. 
Tho amendment would have revis- 
ed the present schedule of Income 
surtaxes. 
LaFollette proposed a schedule 
starting at 4 per cent on incomes 
between $3,000 and $4,000 and rang- 
ing up to 75 per cent on Incomes 
over $5,000,000. 
Tho surtaxes, which are imposed 


In addition to tho normal * per 
cent rate, now rango from 4 per 
cent on incomes between $4,000 and 
$6,000 to 75 per cent on ' Incomes 
over $5,000,000.

expects to 
send the bill to the senate at the 
end of the week so It can be fi- 
nally enacted before 
Juno 30, 
when the existing WPA appro- 
priation runs out. 
Appearing at the closed subcom- 
mittee hearing, Harrington told 
reporters "the main change" he 
wanted In the relief bill "Is to get 
back that $125,000,000." 
He said If that sum were ear- 
marked for PWA It would mean 
a reduction In relief rolls during 
the fiscal year starting July 1 
from 
the 
projected 
2,000,000 
monthly average to 1,830,000. 
Senators who talked with Byrnes 
said the chief executive had rec- 
ommended any funds for PWA 
should be appropriated separately 
rather than included In the relief 
bill. 


Chairman Adams

the appropriations subcommittee, 
along with Byrnes, expressed op- 
position to the three-man hoard 
proposal and predicted It woult!

Light at Eventide 
As with an institution, so also 
is it with a man. Spiritual quali- 
ties abide to shed their blessings 
at eventide. The life that has been 
lived in God-awareness and in His 
service, has peace at its end. We 
are fortunate to have this Lesson 
upon the review of his life by Paul 
the aged, a great servant of God 
and mail who, at the close of 
crowded years, met death at the 
headsman's axe serenely. 
The theme is timely. All the 
land is a-clamor over old-age pen- 
sions. We seem suddenly to have 
become aware of the gravity and 
magnitude of this difficult problem 
of the. aged. Yet none of our pen- 
sion schemes—some of them fan- 
tastic—touches the real issue of 
old age.

Jn the Club Chain 


One of the pathetic sights of the 
great cities are the group of old 
men sitting and snoozing in luxuri- 
ous arm chairs in the expensive 
clubs. They are through with real 
life; and, though they shrink from 
saying so, they are really 
only 
waiting for the arrival of the un- 
dertaker. The rural counterpart is 
the old men loafing in the country 
stores and squares. Their 
lives 
have not been such as to fill the 
closing years with sunshine and 
service. The grim irrevocableness 
of their lot fairly makes one shiver. 
How different the final stage of 
the life of Paul. He had crowded 
his years with adventurous and 
pioneer service. His life was full 
of precious personal contacts. He 
lived in his work and in his asso- 
ciations.

He had not learned to say, with 
Paul the aged, "For to me to live 
is Christ, and to die is gain." Paul 
confessed himself in a strait twixt

two—the desire to depart and be 
with Christ, and the desire to abide 
and continue to serve his friends 
and his Master. 


Paul had done a work that would 
live for ages after his old gray 
head had rolled in the dust of the 
Appian Way. Therein we have a 
clue for youth to follow. Early to 
give one-self to a cause that will 
abide; to have created something 
constructive In the world; to have 
lived for high alms 
and 
noble 


achievement; to have refused to be 
content with more existence and 
transitory pleasures—that Insures 
an old age of 
peace, 
whatever 
hardship may attend it. 


Today Is always followed by to- 
morrow, The content of tomor- 
row will bo the achievements of 
today. Life accumulates. So the 
person who, like Paul, fills his to- 
day to the brim with life 
service, finds himself in old 
and 
age 
drinking from an overflowing cup. 
Memory then, Instead of being the 
handmaiden of remorse, becomes 
the minister of peace and glad- 
ness. The matchless hero whose 
life we have been studying 
for 


three months beckons us to live 
greatly in the now. 


Ambitions at the End 
Like old Caleb, Paul was ambi- 
tious to the very end. He was con- 
tent with his lot, but not satisfied 
with himself. He was not willing 
to sit complacently before the mir- 
ror of his past achievements. "Not 
that I have already obtained, or 
am already made perfect; but I 
pross on." There is no limit or 
end to the achievements of the 
Christian, jn character and in con- 
duct. 


A dear old lady past seventy, 


whom I loved, had a passion for 
self-improvement. She read help- 
ful books. From periodicals 
she 
was forever clipping suggestions 
for better ways to doing things— 
and especially 
cooking—and 
of 
correcting faults and acquiring 
virtues. She was bound to grow 
better as she grew older, after 
the fashion of Paul. 
Paul's

000 In revenue dally if expiring ex- 
cise taxes are not reenacted by 
Juno 30. He observed also that the 
WJA relief setup will end auto- 
matically on that date if new legis-

FAMED HUMORIST AND POET 


WIDELY KNOWN FOR HIS 


HOMELY RHYMES

SAN DIEGO, Calif., June 22.— 
W—Walt Mason, 
77, 
humorist 1, 
and poet, died early today in his 
home in suburban La Jolla after) 
an Illness of several weeks. 
Mason was a native of Colum- 


bus, Out., and came to the Unit- 
ed States in 1880. That 
same 
year he was launched on his 
newspaper career when he got 
a job of kltcklng a job press in 
St. Louis. 
The poet's 
newspaper 
experi- 
ence Included jobs on .the Atch-' 
ison Blube, Lincoln, Neb., State 
Journal and Emporla Gazette. 
: 


His poems were published by; 


200 newspapers in 
the 
United 
States and Canada. 
Walt Mason was one of the 
poets who was both born and 
made. He was the fifth of six 
sons of a Welsh father and 
Scotch mother, 
a 
combination 


which gave him stability spiced 
by a nimble wit. 
The future "Poet laureate of 
common sense," as 
h» became 


known, was four years old when 
his father, a dyer in a woolen 
mill, was accidentally killed and 
was 
fifteen 
when 
his 
mother 
died. 
Hearing Defective 
Thrown on his own resources 
Walt became a manual laborer. 
When he was thirteen a narrow 
escape from drowning left him 
with defective hearing. The mis- 
hap had a great 
Influence on 
Mason's future for, with some of 
'the world shut off from him hia 
powers of 
observation 
became 
keener 
and 
he 
turned within 
himself for much of the music 
his partial deafness kept 
from 


him in the world without. This 
he reproduced In his "rippling 
rhymes," the prose poetry which 
made him known virtually where- 
ever newspapers are read. 
"It is probably due to this," he 


t once said in reference to his deaf- 
' ness, "that I never became a 
! merchant prince." 
, In falling to become a mer- 
chant 
prince 
the 
prose-poet 
achieved in his later life a po- 
sition that put 
him on equal 
terms with them. A series of ex- 
periences was in store for him 
that brought him Into touch with 
life in all its phases. 
Born in 
Columbus, 
Ontario, 
May 4, 1862, he left his boyhood 
home in 1888 and went to New 
Tork' state and took a job as a 
farm hand. He referred to it as 
"the poorest fun he ever had." 
It was so poor, in fact, that he 
«oon tired of it and took Hor- 
•ance Greelcy's advice. St. Louis 
i waa west in those days and it 
Jwas there that he took his firs1; 
.newspaper job. He went to work 
• on a weekly humorous publica- 
•tlon known as "The Hornet." 
• 
On Emporla Gazette 
' From "The Hornet" he went in- 
, to newspaper 
work in earnest. 


He held positions on several"mid- 
dle western newspapers anil fin- 
.ally went to Emporia, .TCansas, 
'where he got a job on William 
Allen White's 
Gazette. It was 
there, under the friendly tutelage 
pf White, that he began to give 
the world his prose poems and 
become known as "Uncle Walt.' 
White told 
Mason 
he 
was 
waiting l)is time by not selling 
his rhymes. He thought so well 
of them that he sent some of 
them to George Matthew Adams, 
head of a syndicate, accompanied 
by a letter. Adams saw the beau-

ty and appeal in them and tried 
them out. They went well and 
Adams and Mason soon became 
close personal friends as a result. 
Three of Mason's poems have 
achieved world wide notice. They 
are "The Little 
Green 
Tents," 


"The Journey" and "The Eyes 
of Lincoln." < 


Another great Influence in Ma- 
son's life was his wife. In 1893 
he married Ella Foss at Wooster, 
Ohio. They adopted a daughter, 
Mary. 
On his intellectual side Mason 


was self 
educated. He got his 
knowledge of the world direct 
rather than from books. His ex- 
periences took him among all 
sorts of people, from the finest 
hotels to the lowest hovels. He 
had 
ridden in 
Pullmans 
and 


walked the ties, the latter be- 
cause he had to. His poems re- 
flected 
his 
knowledge of 
and 
sympathy with the average Am- 
erican in all 
his 
vicissitudes. 
George Ade referred to him as 
"The high priest of horse sense." 
Hated Arithmetic 


Speaking of his schooling, Ma- 
son said he simply could not learn 
a lot of things which his teach- 
ers thought highly essential to 
getting on in the world. One of 
those things was arithmetic. It 
was his confession that he would 
rather walk ten miles than add 
up a column of figures, and he 
hated to walk. 
His geography 
teacher used to sit on the floor 
and wring his whiskers in ex- 
asperation at Walt's inability to 
master the location of continents 
and things. 


One thing Walt did like was 
his school readers. In them he 
found poems and essays, especi- 
ally poems. His 
favorite 
was 
Gray's "Elegy." Until hls»last days 
that poem gripped him and he 
knew it by heart. He was all tho 
time repeating verses of it, es- 
pecially before retiring. 


Mason's own poetry came nat- 
urally. He would sit down to 
write and out it would come 
in rhyme as easily as in prose, 
easier in fact, after he acquir- 
ed more agility. He frequently 
wrote news in rhyme and head- 
lines also. He once transcribed 
a legal paper in rhyme just to 
show it could be dona. 
The rippling rhymster had a 
large and appreciative audience. 
The little daily prose poems were 
syndicated 
to scores of papers 
and brought him not only a large 
income but thousands of letters 
from all over. He said: 


"I received the finest letters 
in 
the 
world and thousands of 


them. I have a happy family, 
loyal friends, 
generous employ- 


ers, a good car and a standoff 
at the filling station—and what 
more could an old bard ask?" 
The Masons moved from Empo- 


ria to La Jolla, Calif., in 1921. 
Citting in his little villa within 
sght of the sea he sent out his 
little daily couriers of joy to the 
world with which, despite 
the 


way it treated him in his youth, 
he was at peace.,

AUSTIN, 
June 
22.—(Spl.)—If 


you have not been 
vaccinated 
against typhoid fever within the 
last two to three years, go to your 
family physlclal and 
have 
him 


give you the three "shots" that 
will protect you against that dis- 
ease. 


This advice comes 
from 
the 
Te*as State Health Department, 
and Is addressed particularly to 
those persons planning 
vacations 


away from horn* or those who reg- 
ularly go on camping, fishing or 
such trips. 


Typhoid is contracted by way 


of the mouth. Each case comes di- 
rectly or Indirectly from some 
previous case. You eat or drink 
the germs that cause the disease, 
in food, water or milk contami- 
nated by the discharges from per- 
sons who are ill with the disease 
or who have had it at some time. 


Modern medical and public health 


practices have greatly reduced the 
occurence of typhoid, but It is still 
a menace to those unprotected 
against the disease. Protection of 
public water supplies from pollu- 
tion, pasteurization of milk, inspec- 
tion and supervision of food sup- 
plies, improvement in household 
sanitation and hygenio habits, bet- 
ter sewage disposal and careful 
investigation of typhoid outbreaks 
to determine the source of the dis- 
ease are measures which have con- 
tributed to the diminution of the 
incidence of typhoid In Texas. But 
there are still sources, of infec- 
tion to which Individuals are ex- 
posed, that cannot be reached by 
pubic measures, and for which vac- 
cination affords additional pro- 
tection. 


Persons who 
are 
apparently 


well, but who have had the disease 
at some time, may continue to 
discharge the typhoid germs. Such 
persons are known as "carriers" 
and if they are not careful in their 
personal habits they are liable to 
contaminate any food they touch. 
Files carry germs from contami- 
nated sources to food, 
and 
are 


another source of typhoid infec- 
tion. 


Health departments, state, city 


and county, are waging constant 
warfare against typhoid all the 
year. Special efforts are made 
during the vacation period through 
the sanitary supervision of sum- 
mer camps, parks, and public eat- 
ing places to reduce any possible 
danger of vacation typhoid from 
such sources. But vaccination and 
sanitation are the only means to 
personal safety against the dis- 
ease. So see your physician today 
for a vacation and summer un- 
marred by typhoid.
